Your Responsibility 

Labor Day, the summer season’s last important | 
holiday, is almost here. As with all three-day hol- 
idays, one primary consideration will be sheer sur-| 
vival in the press of traffic and other hazards of 
congestion. 

There is another consideration too ¢ 
should be acutely conscious. As individuals, we 
can each contribute mightily to pollution control 


during a period when lakes, forests, streams and 
parks are swamped with visitors. A leaflet, issued

following questionnaire for those who 
concerned about pollution. It asks, among other 
things: When did I last throw an empty can, bottle, 
cigarette butt, or paper wrapper out of the car win- 
dow? When did I last throw a cigarette pack, gum 
or candy wrapper on the street or the floor of a 
public building? When did I last leave a picnic ta-| 
ble without cleaning up? When did I last leave a| 
camp site without picking up all the refuse? When 
did I last leave a public or private beach without 
picking up paper, glass, or other sharp objects?: 
When did I last — when no one was looking — 
drop off garbage or junk by the side of the road— 
hoping I wouldn’t be caught? 

How these questions can be answered by those 
returning from the long Labor Day weekend will 
be a pretty accurate gauge of public interest in 
pollution control. 


_ Keep Reality In Mind 


A short item from the Houston, Texas, Tribune 
carries a lot of common sense. It says, “Cleaning 
up the environment is an excellent cause . . . but 
the more militant environmentalists can do more | 
harm than good by appealing to people’s emotions 
without possessing the knowledge to back up their 
zeal. Thus we see the same people denouncing the 
electric: power companies for polluting the air by 
using fossil fuels in their generating stations, then 
screaming to high heaven about the shortage of 
electric power which occur in their areas at times 
of peak loads. Similarly, everybody’s against over- 
use of DDT; everybody’s concerned over DDT 
build-up in the bodies of people, mammals, birds 
and fish where this occurs. But apparently it means 
nothing to the overzealous crusaders that when the 
use of DDT was banned in Ceylon, a million cases 
of malaria resulted.” 

It took countless thousands of years for man 
to achieve the intellectual capacity to produce the 
longevity and comforts of modern life. Now, there 
are those who wish to wipe out both in a single 
stroke — if they personally can be excluded from 
the ensuing cataclysm.

Employers are faced with 
two special drug abuse prob- 
lems—not hiring a drug user 
and what to do with an em- 
ployee user. Both are equally 
complex, but sufficiently dif- 
ferent to be considered sepa- 
rately. First, the applicant. 

Elaborate detection sys- 
tems, urinalysis, lie detector, 
tests, police records, and ster- 
eotypes have limited value in 
screening an applicant. They 
short-circuit good personnel 
procedures and substitute for 
common sense. An applicant 
should be interviewed profes- 
sionally on qualifications and 
examined medically. These 
two functions are related but 
not exclusively dependent on 
the other. 

One company's pre-employ- 
ment medical examination 
provided these observations 
to its personnel department: 


CASE 1-~twenty-year-old 
applicant for position of 
porter used marijuana 
while in service in Viet- 
nam; accepted from a 
medical standpoint for 
this position; 


CASE 2—applicant for 
service station trainee, 
currently on methadone 
treatment for past two 
years; upon receipt of an 
appropriate certification 
from the treatment. cen- 
ter, applicant employable 
from a medical stand- 
point for this position;

Although withholding is op- 
tional on your part, the payer 
must comply with your re- 
quest to withhold tax, 


Q) I do a bot of traveling on 
my new job. What kind of 
records should I keep? 


A) Your records

celed checks and paid bills, is 
seceptable if entries are made

Q) Can | still deduct my 
stock market losses dollar-for- 
dolar from my capital gains? 


A) Yes, these losses can 
still he used to offset capital 
gains. However, if you have 
a net long-term capital logs, 
each $1 of the loss can be used 
to offset only 50¢ of ordinary 
income. A net short-term cap- 
ital loss can still be used to 
reduce ordinary income on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis. Net 
capital joss deductions are 
gencrally limited to $1,000. 


Q) 1 saw a notice on the 
bulletin board at work that 
some people may not have 
enough tax withheld this year.

A) Estimzte your 1971 tax 
liability and the amount of 
tax that will be withheld 
based on your current with- 
holding.

Waiting For Lindsay? Forget It 


John Lindsay has now dropped the firsi shoe. 

The personable New York mayor has exited the 
Republican party, registered in the Democratic 
party, and thus set more political punditry in 
r tion than any single event since the 1968 New 
Hampshire primary when Sen. Gene McCarthy 
knocked Lyndon Johnson out of the White House. 

Mast political sages now expect Mr. Lindsay to 
pick an appropriate time to drop the second shoe, 
and plunge into the race for th- Democratic 
nomination for the presidency. 

Alter all, they reason, why else would he 
become s Democrat? 

Why indeed? But if any of you Almanack 
readers are holding your breath waiting for the 
second shoe to dmp, don’t—or you’ll black out 
from lack of air. 

That’s my little piece of home-grown, free, 
unsolicited, amateur punditry for this week: John 
Lindsay is not going to announce his candidacy for 
the 1972 Democratic nomination for president. 
Not next week. Not next month, Not next year. 
Not ever, sn to speak. 

Instead, what he has done is to make himself 
wailable for 1972--in the unlikely eventuality that 
the Demcerate, in convention assembled next year, 
are unable to agree on anyone else. 

Or, as another possibility, he has made himself 
available as a ticket-balancing choice for vice 
president in 1972. 


On TV, the news is funny 


Or, if you would care for a third option, and 
one with more sanity than dither of these first 
two, he has opened the potential for a 1976 swing 
at the Democratic nomination—or even 1980 or 
1984. . 

All John Lindsay has to do ts stay alive 
politically to have a fair go at the brass ring 
sometime in the future and Lindsay has proved 
himself very adept at political survival so far. 

Taking the other side of the coin for a moment, 
why should Lindsay remain a registered 
Republican? He served in Congress as a 
Republican, and then was elected to his first term 
as mayor of New York on the Republican ticket. 
But the second time around, the Republican party 
deserted him, nominating instead someone more in 
keeping with the accepted image of 
Republicianism. 

Lindsay then confounded both the Republicans 
and the Democrats by winning reelection as 
may or on his own. His political future hes been up 
in the air ever since. Ina real sense, Lindsay didn’t 
leave the Republican party; the Republican party 
dropped Lindsay. 

Somewhere along the line, if everything drops 
into piace, we're guiig to hear more of John 
Lindsay on the national political scene, as a 
Democrat. It appears from here that among these 
nieces which have to fall into place are the

re-election of President Nixon in 1972, leaving a 
natural opeaing at the top of the Democratic 
ticket in 1976; plus the: failure of any of the 
present Democratic front-runners—such as Muskie, 
Bayh, Harris, Jackson, Humphrey, et al—to build a 
lasting, forceful national political machine. 


"If those things happen, and if Lindsay survives 
politically, he'll be in a catbird seat as 1976 rolls 
around. 


Lindsay probably has more charisma (that’s a 
political-sclence-type word meaning popular 
political appeal) than all of the present Democratic 
contenders put together—with the possible 
exception of Edward Kennedy. 


At the 1968 national Republican convention in 
Miami Beach, for example, Nixon, Rockefeller and 
Reagan were the front-liners; but it was Lindsay 
who commanded as much rank-and-file attention 
around the hotel lobbies and caucus rooms as any 
of them. Nixon even picked him io nominate that 
Maryland unknown, Spiro T. Agnew, for vice 
president, partly to transfer some Lindsay glamour 
to a somewhat questionable nomination. 

Republican party pros have never felt at ease 
with Lindsay: neither will their Democratic 
counterparts. - 

It appears that nobody likes John Lindsay, 
except the people.
